Fo when Mr. Hoover decided to 
go to 8outh America he consult­ 
ed Mr. Coolidge. 
When he came 
back he reported to him. W hen­ 
ever pending questions required 
a decision th a t m ight affect his 
future adm inistration, Mr. Hoo­ 
ver consulted President Coolidge. 
The intimacy between 
the 
two 
men Is not an accident or a stud­ 
ied effort to give the impression 
of harmony. 
It is the real thin? 
based on an appreciation of each 
other and a respect for

aud capacity. 
Incidentally this is not to be 
taken to mean th a t Mr. Hoover 
will be committed to follow every 
Coolidge policy 
literally.

Jensen Forced to 
Land by Trouble 
With Motor Valves 


Roosevelt Fie'd, N. Y., Jan. 30— 
(ZP)—A forced landing that nearly 
brought him down in the ga’e-swept 
waters of Long Island Sound halted 
an effort today by Martin Jensen, 
transpacific pilot, to establish a 
new solo endurance flight record. 
After a thrilling takeoff in which 
he missed by 
Inches 
telephone 
wires at Curtiss 
Field. 
Jensen 
cruised for two hours over Long 
Island and tho sound. Then smoke 
begau to stream from his motor as 
his cabin monoplane was about a 
half mile from land. 
Dumping his gasoline, the flyer 
headed toward shore and touched 
his wheels on a narrow strip of 
beach near Northport, while his 
tail-skid stirred up a wake in the 
water. 
Jensen wa* not hurt and 
the plane was undamaged in the 
landing. 
rj he three-ton plane traveled the 
full length cf the Roosevelt field 
trans-Atlantic 
runway 
before 
it 
took the air and disappeared over 
tho sound and although Jensen had 
seemed to gain altitude, he was 
only 300 feet high when his motor 
went bad. 
Pending a detailed ex­ 
amination of the motor, Jensen said 
he believed a sticking valve had 
put out of commission a group of 
three of his nine cylinders. 
Jensen plans a new attempt next 
wreek, but will carry only 430 gal­ 
lons of gasoline, IOO less than his 
load today. 
In addition to his effort to better 
the solo record of 35 hours and 25 
minutes established by the late 
Lieutenant Royal V. Thomas, Jen­ 
sen was demonstrating for an oil 
company the use of ordinary high- 
test automobile 
gasoline 
in air­ 
planes. 
JUDGEHOLDS 
PAIR’S FATE 


Will Carry Appeal of 
Woman and Doctor 
to Higher Court 


New Orleans. La., Jan. 30—(ZP)— 
The lives of Mrs. Ada Bonner Le- 
Bouet and Dr. Thomas E. Dreher 
tonight were in the hands of Wayne 
C. Borah, judge of the federal dis­ 
trict court and youthful nephew of 
U. S. Senator William E. Borah. 
He is expected to make known 
tomorrow whether he will halt the 
executions of the man and woman 
sentenced to be hanged Friday for 
the murder in July. 1927, of the 
woman’s husband, or whether he 
will reject their pleas and sent the 
defense counsel to the federal cir­ 
cuit court of appeals. 
Defense counsel, headed by B. J. 
Daly, urged the court to grant a 
writ of habeas corpus to postpone 
the 
executions 
until 
arguments 
could be produced on whether the 
prisoners were allowed their con­ 
stitutional rights for an impartial 
trial. 
Daly cla'med the Jury was 
intimidated by 
the

room 
crowd and that two jurors had 
made affidavits to this effect. 
The 
lawyer further argued that his cli­ 
ents were at present insane and 
should not be hanged ae the Lou­ 
isiana law prohibits the hanging of 
insane. 
Daly offered to produce authori­ 
ties on the points raised and Judge 
Borah requested the references for 
bis study tonight. 
He intimated 
he would give his decision some­ 
time tomorrow.

Booklet on Mathematical Formulae

Einstein, 
priginator 
of the famous theory of relativ­ 
ity,, today published 
his 
latest 
work, a six page 
pamphlet 
of 
mathematical formulae for which 
scientists throughout the 
world 
have been waiting eagerly. 
The pamphlet, which 
repre­ 
sents the labor of ten years in 
preparation, is called “ Zur Ein- 
heitlichen Feldtheorie” or “ On a 
Uniform Field Theory" and sells 
for one mark. 
The Associated Press asked Dr. 
Edward Stowe Akeley, American 
physicist of Chicago, now at th© 
institute for theoretical 
ph ys ics 
In the University of Berlin, 
to 
present a 
comprehensive 
sum­ 
mary of this latest 
contribution 
of Professor Einstein to scientific 
thought. 
His summary follows: 
In 1905, Professor Einstein in 
his senegal theory of 
relativity, 
showed that many of the previ­ 
ous difficulties in physical theory 
disappeared if certain 
interrela­ 
tionships of time and space were 
recognized. 
Minkowski 
pointed 
out that Einstein’s theory of the 
interdependence 
of 
space 
and 
time could be simply stated

Gallogly Says He Did Not 
Participate in Drug 
Store Holdup 


Atlanta, Ga.. Jan. 30— 
(/P)—1The 
trial of Richard G. Gallogly, ac­ 
cused of the murder of a drug store 
clerk in a holdup, was sped to a 
spectacular 
climax 
here 
today 
when the youth read to the Jury a 
prepared statement denying parti­ 
cipation in the crime and placing 
full responsibly upon his fellow 
college student, George K. Harsh. 
He declared hie only part in the 
affair was an attempt to dissuade 
Harsh from robbing the store, and 
added that he 
announced 
while 
they and a third college mate rode 
past it the night of October 16 
while on a pleasure jaunt in Gal- 
logly's automobile, that he would 
trp to prevent the robbery. 
Gallogly, scion of a socially prom­ 
inent family here, expressed the be­ 
lief that drink caused Harsh to 
essay the holdup. 
The statement then related that 
he had heard three shots Ared in­ 
side. that Harsh appeared wound­ 
ed. and told of the efforts by him 
and Jack Mahoney, the third mem­ 
ber of the party, to obtain medical 
aid for Harsh and the disposition 
of the latter's blood-stained cloth­ 
ing. 
I 
It also described a purported con­ 
versation with Mahoney later while 
the two spent that night together 
at the Gallogly home, in which Ma­ 
honey was alleged to have told him 
of several robberies he had par­ 
ticipated In with Harsh. 
Harsh Wounded. 
Under erose examination, Ma­ 
honey denied he ever had engaged 
in a holdup with Harsh. The two 
youths, ho ©aid, picked him up on 
the campus at Oglethorpe univer­ 
sity and asked him to go with them 
to meet some girls. 
When they 
reached the vicinity of the drug 
store, Harsh and Gallogly alighted 
after telling him to circle the block 
and pick them up again. 
When they rejoined him, he con­ 
tinued, he was directed to drive off 
quickly and told that 
they 
had 
"Just pulled a holdup down there." 
Gullogly interposed, according to 
the witness, that "George thinks 
he killed tw’o men." Ills testimony 
then described how after examin­ 
ing the wound Harsh received they 
obtained 
medical 
treatment for 
him in the apartment of a mutual 
friend. 
Gallogly's statement preceded a 
lengthy argument between counsel 
to the admissibility of rebutal evi­ 
dence by tho state in an effort to 
show that Gallogly bad participat­ 
ed in otlier robberies. 
Sustaining defense objections, the 
court ruled such rebutal evidence 
inadmissible 


Would Take Third 
Degree Out of 
Criminal Rules

A bill to take the third degree out 
of Michigan criminal proceedings 
is being drafted by Senator Cass
